BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


Three  subjects  dominate  the  news  during  Eastham's  calendar 
year  1991  -  the  weather,  the  economy  and  the  Charter.  Hurricane 
Bob  on  August  19  left  many  of  us  without  electricity  for  a  week, 
with  a  yard  full  of  downed  trees  and  impassable  streets.  All  the 
Town  Departments  performed  valiantly  in  clearing  up  storm  related 
damage.  Our  special  thanks  go  to  the  Police,  Fire,  Public  Works 
and  Natural  Resources  Departments,  but  all  the  Town  employees 
provided  outstanding  support  to  help  alleviate  the  inconvenience 
and  dangers  created  by  the  storm. 

On  the  heels  of  Hurricane  Bob  came  the  "No-Name"  storm  of 
October  30  with  high  winds  and  heavy  rain.  Considerable  coastal 
damage  resulted  from  the  unusually  high  tides,  particularly  on  the 
ocean  side  where  Nauset  Beach  lost  over  60  feet  of  beach  in  places. 
Despite  the  severe  erosion  the  Indian  village  site  being 
investigated  by  National  Seashore  archeol ogist s  survived.  These 
digs,  dating  back  to  8,000  years  at  the  lower  levels.  The 
archeol ogical  digs  there  have  attracted  national  interest. 

The  U.  S.  economic  slump  affected  all  of  us  in  Eastham. 
Mindful  of  the  economic  climate,  the  Selectmen  asked  for  a 
"balanced"  (i.e.  under  the  Prop.  2  1/2  cap)  operating  budget  with 
provisions  for  an  override  vote  for  additional  Departmental  Budget 
requests.  The  voters  responded  by  voting  only  1/2  of  the  asked  for 
override  items  -  $103,000  vs.  206,000.  In  October  the  Selectmen 
issued  a  FY  1992  budget  message  asking  Department  Heads  for  level 
funded  expense  budgets  and  a  freeze  on  new  hiring  as  well  as 
replacements  of  employees. 

Just  as  Mother  Nature  dealt  us  a  double  barrelled  blow  with 
"Bob"  and  "No-Name",  the  difficult  economic  situation  was 
exacerbated  by  "virus"  problems  with  our  new  assessing  department 
computer  program.  We  were  not  able  to  get  the  Fall  tax  bills  out, 
leading  to  larger  than  usual  short  term  debt. 

Eastham's  form  of  government  underwent  substantial  changes  in 
1991.  The  voters  supported  a  Home  Rule  Charter  which  becomes  the 
basis  for  the  way  the  Town  is  governed.  Major  changes  are  the 
expansion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  a  five  member  policy-making 
board  and  appointment  of  a  Town  Administrator  responsible  for  the 
day-to-day  operation  of  the  Town.  Two,  additional  Selectmen  were 
elected  in  September  and  they  have  joined  the  "sitting"  three  in 
implementing  the  other  Charter  Provisions,  including  a  search  for 
the  Administrator. 

Transition  to  the  Charter  form  of  government  is  preceding 
smoothly  and  we  look  forward  to  the  appointment  of  our  new  Town 
Administrator  early  in  1992.

Activity  for  fire  and  rescue  continues  to  rise.  Our  level  of 
medical  care  has  resulted  in  documented  stabilization  of  patients  who 
would  have  arrived  at  Cape  Cod  Hospital  in  critical  condition,  if  not 
for  our  intervention.  This  is  due  directly  to  the  towns  maintenance  of 
rescue  equipment  and  the  appropriate  staffing  of  personnel.  In  these  hard 
economic  times,  this  is  a  credit  to  the  taxpayers  of  Eastham. 

Our  fire  fighting  equipment  is  severely  lacking.  This  continues 
to  be  a  major  concern  to  this  department.  We  now  rely  heavily  on  the 
mutual  aid  system.  My  concern  is  not  only  for  the  loss  of  property  but 
the  obvious  life  hazard.  This  should  be  a  major  issue  for  the  Town  of 
Eastham  in  its  future  capital  out-lay  programs.

REPORT    OF    THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF  SCHOOLS 


Each  year  that  we  remain  in  the  economic  downturn,  the 
challenge  grows  more  difficult.  How  do  we  continue  to  provide  an 
adequate  educational  program  for  an  increasing  number  of  students 
without  increasing  the  burden  on  the  local  taxpayers?  Nauset 
students  are  among  the  most  fortunate  in  the  Commonwealth  because 
the  citizenry  has  continued  to  recognize  the  value  of  education 
through  support  for  adequate  funding. 

Construction  on  the  Middle  School  facility  proceeds  on 
schedule  with  an  early  1993  fall  occupation  anticipated.  Despite 
the  roar  of  machinery  and  frequent  movement  of  classes  into 
inadequate  spaces  during  construction,  teachers  and  students  are  to 
be  commended  for  their  devotion  to  their  studies  as  a  quality 
instructional   program  has  continued. 

Our  curriculum  development  cycle  saw  implementation  this  year 
of  revisions  in  science  and  physical  education.  New  curriculums  in 
foreign  language  and  library  have  been  presented  to  joint  school 
committees,  and  work  is  in  progress  on  music,  home  economics,  art, 
industrial   arts,   and  the  language  field. 

Three  of  our  own  Master  Teachers  have  taken  on  responsibility 
for  training  their  peers  as  part  of  our  Effective  Teaching 
improvement  program.  Other  emphases  in  staff  development  are 
cooperative  learning  and  the  mainst reaming  of  Special  Needs 
students  and  staff.  We  continue  to  meet  the  increased  need  for 
services  to  students  who  are  under  different  societal  pressures 
than  previous  generations. 

Education  in  Nauset  is  healthy.  Community  interest  and 
support,  and  a  caring  and  competent  staff,  are  the  most  important 
ingredients  for  that  productivity.

In  June,  1991,  under  the  direction  of  the  new  Superintendent- 
Director,  F.  Timothy  Carroll,  Cape  Cod  Tech  completed  sixteen  years 
of  educational  offerings  to  the  District  with  reorganized 
administrative  and  staff  positions. 

Students  in  the  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America  (VICA) 
again  excelled  at  both  the  local  and  state  levels.  Cape  Cod  Tech 
is  especially  proud  of  the  achievement  on  the  national  level  by  a 
student  who  received  a  VICA  Silver  Medal;  on  the  local  and  state 
levels,  five  students  earned  Gold  Medals,  three  students  earned 
Silver  Medals,  and  nine  students  received  recognition  with 
trophies.  The  expenses  of  VICA,  as  well  as  Distributive  Education 
Clubs  of  America  (DECA) ,  Future  Farmers  of  America  (FFA)  and 
several  athletic  programs  have  been  defrayed  through  a  public  game 
of  Bingo  played  one  evening  per  week  by  adults  and  sponsored  by  the 
staff  of  Cape  Cod  Tech.  FFA  received  the  Building  Our  American 
Communities  (BOAC)  plaque  for  constructing  Cape  Code  Tech's 
football  field.  Competency  Based  Vocational  Education  (CBVE) ,  a 
new  curriculum  model  for  vocational  education,  is  being  implemented 
in  the  vocational  programs.  The  use  of  Cape  Cod  Tech  facilities 
was  expanded  through  the  use  of  the  Gilmore  House  by  the  Barnstable 
County  Health  and  Environmental  Department.  A  joint  Exploratory 
Venture  (JEV)  with  the  Nauset  Regional  Schools  has  been  approved  to 
become  effective  September  1991.  The  coordination  of  a  continuing 
education  program  with  Cape  Cod  Community  College  in  horticulture 
is  being  explored.  Cape  Cod  Tech  entered  into  discussion  jointly 
with  Cape  Cod  Community  College  and  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional 
Vocational  School  on  a  2  +2  Tech  Prep  Program  to  meet  the  needs 
for  high  school  graduates  desiring  a  more  technically  oriented 
educational  background.  This  year  Cape  Cod  Tech  again  housed  the 
Cape  Cod  Collaborative  program  which  serves  physically  handicapped 
students  through  limited  academic  and  vocational  training.  In 
addition;  undermot ivated  8th  grade  students  with  high  absenteeism 
and  poor  self-esteem  were  given  the  opportunity  to  explore  several 
vocational  shops  through  the  Pre-Vocational  Program.  The  new  Adult 
Training  Program  provided  the  opportunity  for  approximately  42 
adults  in  our  community  to  learn  vocational  skills,  and  we  expect 
this  program  to  increase  in  number  in  the  coming  year.  The 
Community  Educational  Training  Program  (CETP)  continued  assessment, 
career  planning,  adult  evening  classes,  and  other  support  services 
to  the  members  of  our  District.  Cape  Cod  Tech  continued  to  serve 
our  member  towns  through  the  completion  of  many  construction 
projects.  Budget  efficiency  measures  are  a  priority  and  included 
a  successful  Energy  Conservation  Program.

VHiereas,  residents  and  businesses  in  Eastham  depend  on  pristine  beaches  to 
attract  tourists  to  our  town;  an  average  of  5  million  people  come  to  Eastham 
each  year  specifically  to  visit  the  Seashore  Park  within  our  town,  and 

Whereas,  the  Citizens  of  Eastham  wish  to  express  to  Governor  William  Weld 
their  opposition  to  the  MWRA's  proposal  to  cleam  up  Boston  Harbor,  specifically 
to  the  9^  mile  outfall  pipe  which  will  begin  discharging  up  to  12  billion 
gallons  of  sewage  wastewater  into  Massachusetts  and  Cape  Cod  Bays  before  Feder- 
ally mandated  secondary  treatment  facilities  are  fully  operational,  and 

Whereas,  residents  and  businesses  of  Eastham  are  concerned  that  the 
beaches  of  the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore  and  Eastham' s  Bay  Beaches  may  become 
contaminated  by  inadequately  treated  wastewater;  the  impact  of  such  pollution 
on  the  local  and  state  economy  could  be  disasterous:  few  people  would  want  to 
visit  us,   thus  crippling  local  businesses  and  significantly  reducing  state 
revenue  generated  by  taxes  on  tourist-related  businesses. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  we,   the  Citizens  of  Eastham  ask  Governor 
Weld  to  reject  the  MWRA's  current  proposal  and  to  stop  construction  of  the 
outfall  pipe  until  the  full  secondary  treatment  facility  is  completed.  We 
believe  that  no  effluent  should  be  discharged  before  secondary  treatment  is 
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implemented.     We  ask  also  for  ongoing  public  consultation  with  Cape  Cod's 
elected  officials  and  citizens,  who  were  largely  ignored  in  the  preliminary 
phases  of  the  present  proposal-
